VISUAL MATERIALS 


We all want to be up to date on the available 
teaching resources. Visual materials are 
one of the important ways that we help 
children to learn of other peoples and lands. 
In a mission study unit such as we have for 
this year, "The Bible Goes Round the World" 
it is especially necessary to make intensive 
and extensive use of visual materials. 


When we discuss visual materials we mean 
pictures, globe, objects, costumes, jewelry, 
handcrafts, maps, browsing picture books, as 
well as slides, film strips and motion 
pictures. For children in the Kindergarten 
and Primary age groups we believe that much 
more use should be made of the pictures, 
picture books, costumes, jewelry, and hand- 
crafts. For older primary and younger 
juniors maps and a globe in addition to flat 
pictures, picture books, costumes, jewelry 
and handcrafts are a great assistance to 
the learning experiences of children. Koda- 
chrome slides and film strips may well be 
used with older primary and junior children. 
Slides and film strips have an advantage 
over motion pictures for with these you can 
stop at any picture and discuss its content 
with the children.

THE NEW FRIENDS FOR CHRIST PROGRAM 
Letter from young people of the State Street 
Baptist Church of Rockford, Illinois 


We, the young people of the State Street 
Baptist Church of Rockford, wish to express 
our joy and gratitude to the organizers of 
the "New Friends for Christ" program and to 
who so ably directed us 
in the course of this program. 


So successful was our week, that we are look=- 
ing forward to a continued program of this 
sort, and we know every church that joins in 
this plan will benefit greatly by its effort. 
Our program was a shining example of what 
young people can do with Evangelism to bring 
others to Christ. 


Getting acquainted was accomplished soon 
after Mr. Eilers arrived. .He met with the 
cabinet immediately to map out plans for the 
week, The young adults also met with him on 
Tuesday evening. By Wednesday we were ready 
to conduct the Midweek Prayer Service, and 
we did a fine job of it. Many compliments 
and praises were received from the older 
members, and the attendance that night was 
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more than doubled as the young people took 
charge. 


On Thursday, seventeen BYF members and four- 
teen Young Adults turned out for our first 
calling campaign. Cars were provided by 
eight adults of the church. We called again 
on Saturday night and Sunday afternoon. We 
made over 100 calls. Because of this call- 
ing program there were seven first-time de- 
cisions for Christ. 


Friday night we had our BYF banquet. Over 
forty young people attended. The church 
ladies prepared the food for the hanquet and 
also for the Sunday noon and evening snacks 
at the church. 


The Sunday evening BYF meeting and the 
candlelight service were the final acti— 
vities of our program. BYF attendance on 
September 2lst was 25 -<-- The following Sun- 
day night, after the week of calling, the 
attendance jumped to 523 We had a wonderful 
group that night and hope to keep them all 
coming to B.Y.F. every Sunday night. The 
Candlelight Service was quiet and impressive. 
More than fifty reverent young people par- 
ticipated in this Dedication. 


We have this to say about the "New Friends 
for Christ" program: "We have found no 
other plan of this sort to be as interesting 
and as inspiring as this program. Where we 
lacked courage and spirit, we gained it by 
keeping Christ before us and winning others 
to Him. Our own faith and love in Jesus was 
greatly strengthened by our efforts to help 
others come to know Him." Many new (un- 
churched) people have responded by attending 
one or more services to date. The spiritual 
life of the whole BYF has been deepened and, 
we trust, the adults inspired to greater 
efforts. 


1948 PARSHAD YOUTH WEEK AWARDS 


Because of his interest in Christian youth, 
Alfred H. Avery, Christian layman, makes 


possible the -Parshad College Scholarships, 
awarded through the United Christian Youth 
Movement. Additional awards, in the form 


of scholarships to the summer Regional Con- 
ferences of the United Christian Youth Move- 
ment are granted by the UCYM. 


The purpose of the Awards, in addition to 
providing educational training for Christian 
youth, isto center the thinking of young 
people upon the implications of the Chris- 
tian Gospel and to stimulate them to greater 
activity in wiming youth of their commni- 
ties for Christ. 


YOUTH EVANGELISM TRAINING CLINICS 


During the past two months, three states and 
and one City Society conducted youth evange- 
lism clinics and trained picked young people 
to lead the program in other churches. 


Rochester, New York, started off on Oct. 3rd 
at the Genesee Baptist Church, training 20 
visiting young people. These young people 
will help other churches launch their pro- 
grams during the winter months. 


New York state is calling upon its student 
centers to furnish leadership for the Cru- 
sade through deputation teams. About 10 
young people in each center have been chosen 
and are being trained for the task. At 
least ten college centers will provide de- 
putation teams. 


In Maine, the state chairman of youth evange- 
lism is also pastor of the Penney Memorial 
Baptist Church in Augusta. The state clinic 
was conducted in his ohurch and visiting 
young people were brought in and trained. 
The local young people gave up their Hallow- 
een night to go out visiting their prospects. 


New Jersey brought twenty youth leaders to 
the First Baptist Church of New Brunswick on 
Nov. 7 - 9, and a very successful clinic was 
conducted. There were several decisions won 
on Sunday afternoon, and the local young 
people are eager to carry on the program.

THE CHILD 


The emphasis of this month's Judson Journal 
is on the child. At all times, in the field 
of administration and organization the emph- 
asis should be on the individuals whom such 
administrative procedures seek to serve, 
whether it be children, youth, adults, or the 
total family group. Effective administration 
in Christian education is the discovery and 
use of the best methods of creating for per- 
sons an educational experience that is ge- 
uinely Christian and productive of Christian 
experience. 


Administratively, we find a definite trend 
away from the creation of separate organiza- 
tions to further special interests. Instead, 
as writes Dr. Paul Vieth, in "The Church and 
Christian Education", page 107, - describing 
the picture which is now developing, "For 
the children there will be a single division 
of the church with unified program and lead- 
ership....All the interests of children will 
come to expression through a unified pro- 
gram. The needs of the child take prece- 
dence over organization. The child is in 
the church - sometimes in the Sunday school, 
sometimes in the church worship service -- 
but never in an independent children's group 
unrelated to the church and its program for 
childhood. The child needs worship exper- 
ience and training in worship, instruction 
in the Bible and the Christian faith and 
tradition, guidance in Christian living, an 
understanding of the church and a growing 
experience in its life and work, service op- 
portunities, and social experiences. There 
is no reason why these needs should be met 
by half a dozen independent organizations; a 
single, well-rounded program under the di- 
rection of the church will do it better." 


Churches have found that through a board of 
Christian education such administrative 
unity can be achieved out of the organiza- 
tional confusion with which some of them 
have been burdened. 


The child, of course is also a member of a 
family. In addition to the growing concern 
for a well-rounded and unified program for 
children in the church is the heartening em- 
phasis which is developing around the need 
for a program that is oriented towards the 
life of the family in the home. To give 
Christian guidance and assistance to the ex- 
periences within the life of the family is 
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Daepattment of 
Church School Administration 


not only an important opportunity, but also 
a pressing necessity of the present hour. 
The administrative pattern and guidance re- 
sources for such a purpose are now the sub- 
jects of exploration and experimentation. 
"Message to Parents" (used with the Judson 
Keystone Graded Lessons), “The Best for Your 
Children" (A Home Portfolio published by the 
Children's Department), the "Home" quarterly, 
as well as some excellent books end leaflets 
recommended by the Department of Adult Work 
and Family Life and by the Children's De- 
partment are some of the resources now 
available. 


THE ACHIEVEMENT PLAN 


In the informing leaflet publish- 
ed by the Department of Chil- 
A dren's Work entitled, "What Shall 
a Church Provide for its Chil- 
dren" isa presentation of ten 
essential elements in an adequate 
program provided by a church for the chil- 
dren in its care. 
In brief, the ten minimum essentials are: 
1. Christian leaders who understand children. 
2. Groups graded to meet their needs. 
3. Adequate time for work and study. 
4. Space for meeting and good working equip- 


ment. 
5. Teaching materials suited to each age 
group. . 
6. A well-integrated program of missiona 
education. 


7. Training in, and opportunity for, worship. 

8. Opportunity to share in the work and fel- 
lowship of the church. 

9. Parents and teachers who work together. 

10. A continuous program of evangelism that 
will lead each child at an understanding 
age to accept Jesus Christ as Lord and 
Saviour. 


It is helpful to study the Achievement Plan 
for Baptist Sunday Church Schools in the 
light of these ten minimum essentials. Ifa 
Sunday Church School received the Achieve- 
ment Plan award how many of these ten mini- 
mum essentials would come up for considera- 
tion in mking the award? The Achievement 
Plan lists ten goals for a successful Sunday 
Church School. 


1. A Church School 

2. A Bible School 

3. A Baptist School 

4, An Evangelistic School 
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5. A Missionary School 

6. A Growing School 

7. A Graded School 

8. A Planned School 

9. A Leader-Trained School 
10. A Church-going School 


. Although the listing of the ten goals of the 
Achievement Plan may not make clear immedi- 
ately their relationship with the ten mini- 
mum essentials for an effective children's 
program, a perusal of the Achievement Plan 
Information Guide by which a Sunday Church 
School is judged will make it abundantly 
clear. Eight of the ten "minimum essentials" 
are directly considered and two indirectly. 


Although it is now possible for a church to 
choose the period of twelve consecutive 
months on which it will base its use of the 
Achievement Plan, the majority of churches 
now using it are basing their reports on the 
period from May lst to the following April 
30th. For such Sunday Church Schools the 
half-way mark is now passed. In the light 
of the standards set forth by the Achieve- 
ment Plan it would be well for such church 
schools to "take time out" to consider how 
their schools are measuring up to all ten 
goals. The Achievement Plan, is however, of 
greatest value when it serves as a continu- 
ing basis for evaluation as well as an annu- 
al check on achievement. 


THE CHURCH SCHOOL ENLARGEMENT PLAN 


As this issue of the Judson 
Journal "goes to press" three 
ten-day Enlargement Programs are 
making their impact on three New 
York state associations, -- the 
Black River (Watertown) Associa- 
tion, the Onondaga (Syracuse) Association, 
and the Buffalo Association. The reports on 
these programs will be given in the next is- 
sue of Judson Journal. 


Other communities are now making arrange- 
ments for next years' ten-day Enlargement 
Programs. These next three months are im- 


portant ones in setting up such programs. If 
there are communities in your area which you 
feel are or should be interested in such a 
program we shall be happy to work with you 
in interpreting the program to them. Com- 
municate with the Department of Church 
School Administration, 1703 Chestnut Street, 
Philadelphia 3, Penna. 


Preparations for the Cleveland National 
Christian Teaching Mission (January 14-23, 
1948) are progressing. In addition to the 
churches of other denominations, twelve Bap-

tist Churches have already made definite 
commitments. According to reports eight to 
ten other Baptist churches are expected to 
enroll in the next few weeks. Dr. D. R. 
Sharpe, the executive secretary, and Dr. A. 
C. Archibald the Cleveland director, for the 
Crusade for Christ through Evangelism have 
provided real leadership in the enlisting of 
our Baptist churches. 


THE FIVE-DAY CHURCH SCHOOL ENLARGEMENT 
eee RR a ee) a 


The series of conferences across the country 
in which the five-day Enlargement Program 
was launched has been completed. To these 
conferences were invited those who had ser- 
ved as Visiting Leaders in ten-day Enlarge- 
ment Programs. Such conferences were also 
held in connection with the coaching ses- 
sions held this fall. The Visiting Leaders 
attending these conferences were requested 
to make themselves available to their area 
director of Christian Education to serve 
upon invitation in at least one five-day 
Church School Enlargement Program during the 
year. Such invitations, of course, are de- 
pendent upon the number of churches request- 
ing the program. 


Four items will be published for use with 
the five-day Enlargement Program. 


(1) A descriptive leaflet for general dis- 
tribution: this leetTet— Will be available 
Tor free distribution after January 1, 1948. 
It is now in the process of preparation. 

(2) A Manual for use by the local church. 
This manual has already been prepared and 
has been distributed to the Visiting Leaders 
attending the special fall conferences. The 
manual is available in limited quantities. It 
should be distributed, therefore, only to 
those churches that have made a definite de- 
cision to make use of the Enlargement Pro- 
grame Its chief purpose is to guide the 
church in its preparation and planning for 
the Enlargement Program. 

(3) The Visiti Leader's Resource Folder. 
This folder is available only to those who 
have served as a Visiting Leader in the ten- 
day Church School Enlargement and who by 
virtue of that experience (which includes 
the coaching conferences) are qualified to 
give leadership in the five-day Enlargement 
Programs. The folder contains materials 
that have proved to be helpful inthe suc- 
cessful leadership of Enlargement Programs. 
(4) A Guide for Area Directors. A Guide for 
the Use of all area directors will be avail- 
able by January 1, 1948, and will be distri- 
buted to all area directors when completed. —

THE CHILD 
and the 
VACATION CHURCH SCHOOL 


The period following a war is difficult for 
any country to meet. A world wide devasta- 
tion is a disorgenizing force that is tre- 
mendous in its results. 


The child born at this period is unfortunate 


indeed. One need not enumerate the diffi- 
culties. They are evident on all sides.

RELEASED FOR RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
THROUGH THE WEEK 


It has been said that at present the public 
school often takes the place of church and 
family, too. It has been claimed that edu- 
cation is concerned with adapting the pupil 
to his place in his social living. 


It is true that education must provide an 
introduction, at least, to the best in the 
history of mankind and in the thinking of 
the ages. 


One recognizes, however, that religion read 
es out to the child in his search for 
knowledge of God. Religious education seeks 
to discover God's plan for the highest moti- 
vation in spiritual service for all mankind, 
through the constant challenge of religious 
truth and values. 


This is the call of the present of which the 
child is part. He mst be claimed not only 
as a person who recognizes the dignity of 
his personality but the fact of his rever- 
ence to God through right living based upon 
understanding of the wrld and its needs. 


In Everybody's Weekly of The Philadelphia 
Inquirer, November 9, 1947, we read: 


"While the best minds all over the world are 
pleading for religious and racial tolerance, 
Philadelphia educators and humanitarians are 
sowing seeds of that tolerance in perhaps 
the only soil where it will expand into a 
force which may change the course of history 
-- the hearts of children. 


"Far places, other peoples, other times are 
made familiar to the children by vivid, 
modern interpretation of the greatest of 
histories -- the Bible. 


"Lessons are taught by methods children un- 
derstand and love. From their study pupils 
gradually develop a philosophy of forbear- 
ance and goodwill, 


"The institution dispensing this stabilizing 
training is the Community Weekday Church 
School of Jenkintown. This school is cele- 
brating its 25th anniversary under the lead- 
ership of its founder, Rev. George S. Young, 
pastor of the Jenkintown Baptist Church." 


This school opened September 13, 1922, and 
has continued its service for 25 years. 


"Under the plan, public school children from 
the first through the eighth grades are re- 
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leased for one hour weekly for attendance at 
the Bible School. The release time is stag- 
gered in order not to upset the public 
school schedule. 


"Today 92 per cent of the public school 
pupils attend the Bible School." Expenses 
are met by voluntary contributions. 


Pennsylvania now has more than 90 Weekday 
Church Schools. "But as the first in the 
state and one of the first in the country, 
the Jenkintown school will stand as a monu- 
ment to tolerance." 


Many state, city and community Councils of 
Religious Education now boast excellent 
Weekday Church School systems. 

A few of the latest developments of their 
service are reported, 


PITTSBURGH : It is of interest to note that 
high school mterial used in weekday classes 
under the auspices of the Council of Church- 
es has been printed this year. 


OHIO: The Ohio Council of Churches has pre- 
pared a pamphlet on Weekday Teaching As a 
Profession. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE: A study of the situation in 
Weekday Religious Education is being made in 
cooperation with the Religious Education 
Committee of the New Hampshire Council in 
preparation for taking whatever "next steps" 
seem to be wise and necessary. 


DETROIT: Our Director of Detroit was selec- 
ted to bring the Commencement exercises to 
the 5th and 6th grades, Weekday Christian 
Education School of Royal Oak, Michigan. 
Royal Oak has been conducting this type of 
Christian Education for over 25 years and is 
doing a wonderful job in bringing Christian- 
ity to the community. 


Detroit is making progress towarda city 
wide plan of Weekday Religious Education, 
using Cooperative curriculum and planning 
for released time. 


ILLINOIS: Weekday Religious Education sur- 
vey in cooperation with Illinois Council: 
Returns as yet are limited, but indications 
are that we have more Weekday work than 
heretofore believed, but that the plan is 
carried on in a wide variety of ways -- some 
of which reveal very definite problems.

LET'S NOT "PUT ONA CHRISTMAS PLAY" THIS YEAR} 


A strange suggestion, you think from an earn- 
est advocate of church drama} But it's not 
the drama. It's that dreary verb. You 
don't “put on" a service of worship ora 
vesper meditation, do you? And that's what 
your Christmas play should be. Worship, or 
religious instruction, or prayer. Here are a 
few questions which the director of the 
church Christmas play might well ask himself 
What is the total effect of the play going 
to be? 
Will it lift your congregation with its 
beauty and eloquence? Or will it, perhaps 
amuse unduly because of ill-fitted cos- 
tumes, forgotten lines, and inadequate 
planning? 
What will it do to the participants? 
Will it challenge their best creative 
efforts? Inspire in them a sense of de- 
dication?

J. Gordon Hynes - Michigan - "The 
emphasis during the last 
month was put on evangelism. It has 


-been our view that if the Crusade is 


to accomplish its objectives, the 
task of evangelism camot be left to 


afew evangelists or even to the 


capable pastors. It must rest where 
it belongs upon all our people. 
Since most of our people have little 
sense of obligation or training of 
the task our first duty is to bring 
this home to then. 


This month saw us through one such 
effort of training, half-way through 
another, and in the beginning states 
of the third. A five-day Visitation 
Evangelism Laboratory effort in 
Lansing brought together more than 
100 pastors and laypeople from some 
25 churches to learn the technique 
of visitation evangelism. Five 
Lansing churches conducted a city- 
wide oampaign of visitation while 
twenty visitors attended clinic ses- 
sions led by Dr. Bruce Mills. 


As a result of our nights of visita- 
tion there were 92 first decisions 
and 34 letter transfers in the Lans- 
ing churches. Follow-up work will 
bring many more. I went out with a 
team-mate on two of these nights and 
we were able to procure four first 
decisions: two men, a woman and a 12 
year old boy. The clinic members 
plan visitation efforts in their own 
localities." 
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Je Norman Martin -- New Jersey -- 
"Quite a number of pastors have 
sought help in weekday religious ed- 
ucation programs. The disturbing 
factor is that so mny are attempt- 
ing some kind of program without ad- 
equate preparation. One pastor came 
to the office asking for some teach- 
ing materials, saying, "The boro 
council approved a released-time 
project last week and I didn't know 
anything about it until it was 
passed; school starts this week and 
I have to be ready with something 
for this Friday.'"
